Brezhnev Says Carter

MOSCOW, March 21 (WP).— 
Communist party chief Leonid 
Brezhnev today assalled Carter 
administration support for Soviet 
dissidents as “interference in our 
internal affairs” and warned that 
“normal development of relations 
on such @ basis is. of course, 
unthinkable.” 

Mr, Brezhnev'’s remarks, in a 
major address to 2 national trade 
union congress, were dramatic 
evidence of the extent of Krem- 
lin dismay over the outspoken 
support for human rights in the 
Soviet Union and other countries 
that Mr. Carter has made the 
hallmark of his foreign policy. 

The speech—made only six 
days before the arrival in Moscow 
of U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance for talks—took a gloomier 
overall view of Soviet-U.S. rela~ 
tions than any Brechnev pro- 
nouneement in years. 

Although the Soviet leader ex- 
Pressed hope that in the inter- 
ests of world peace, relations be- 
tween the two countries “will 
eventually run a_ satisfactory 
course,” he said that the opening 
moves of the new U.S. adminis- 
tration “did not seem to show 
@ striving” for progress toward 
improved ties. 

‘How to Live’ 

“Washington's claims to teach 
others how to live,” Mr. Brezh- 
nev said, “cannot be accepted by

France Seizes 5 in Smashing 
International Spy Network 


PARIS, March 21 (OPD).— 
French police said today that 
they have smashed an interna- 
tional spy ring operating in 
France since 1963 for an uniden- 
tified foreign power. 

A spokesman at national police 
headquarters said that the French 
counterespionage service, DST, 
arrested four French citizens and 
an Italian over the last week. 

Four of the five were formally 
charged tonight with passing to 
a foreign intelligence service clas- 
sified information on NATO de- 
fenses, French military aircraft 
sand the defenses of military and 
civil bases, police said. 

They said that charges againsi 
the fifth suspect were being de- 
Jayed pending further investiga- 
tion. 

Police said that the five had 
confessed and that house searches 
had yielded numerous documents 
eoncerning their espionage activi- 
ties.

identified as Yugoslay-born 
Frenchman Serge Fabiew. 53. 
Police named the three cthers 
charged as Roger Laval, 13. a 
retired French civi] air controller;

All 21 panelists met today with 
President Carter in the White 
House, a meeting that was said to 
signify Mr. Carter’s approval of 
their conclusions and the report 
they turned over to him. 

“Their - conclusions mesh very 
nicely with most of our conclu- 
sions,” a key White House energy 
aide eaid today. 

The panel identified as the 
Tost important issue on nuclear 
power whether to go ahead with 
the reprocessing of plutonium 
from spent nuclear fuel. The 
penel said plutonium can be used 
by other countries and by ter- 
rorists to make crude but work- 
able atomic weapons, 

“There is no compelling na- 
tional interest to be served by 
reprocessing,” the panel conclud- 
ed, “There appears to be little 
if any economic incentive for 
reprocessing and the most severe 
Tisks are the increased opportuni- 
ties for the prolferation of na- 
tional weapon capabilities and the 
terrorist danger associated with 
Plutonium.” 

The panel pointed out that the 
kind of uranium used in power 
plants can never be used to make 
weapons but that in five out of 
six cases each country making its 
first nuclear weapon did it with 
plutonium reprocessed from spent 
uranium fuel. 

To make sure plutonium is not 

&pread around the world, the 
panel recommended “indefinite” 
deferral of plutonium recycle and 
of the fast breeder atomic power 
plant that would burn reprocessed 
Plutonium to make still more 
plutonium. 

If followed by the White House, 
both of these panel recommenda- 
tions would serve to kill the 
$500-million plutonium reprocess- 
ing plant now under construction 
at Barnwell, S.C., and the $2-bil- 
lion fast breeder demonstration 
plant now being bullt at Clinch 
River, Tenn. 

An estimated $250 million has 
already been spent by private in- 
dustry om the Barnwell plant and 
$455 million of public and private 
fimds put into the Clinch River 
plant.

In 8 statement issued Tuesday, 
President Carter said that “the 
manner of coverage of these sit- 
uations does merit discussion 
and sober consideration.” The 
statement sald that the Presi- 
dent was not in favor of any 
governmental pressure on the 
press and that the problem 
should be addresstu by “those 
who make news decisions.” 

Later Jody Powell, the Presi- 
dent's press secretary. said that 
with the possible exception of an 
instance curing the siege when a 
news helicopter swooped toward 
the Islamic Center neither he 
nor the President had specific ob- 
jections to the coverage last 
week. 

“It's just that you're aware of 
the possibility of a report haying 
unintended consequences,” Mr. 
Powell sald. “Nobody, whether 
he’s a reporter or in the Whice 
House. wants the responsibility of 
getting somebody killed.” 

. Mr. Powell said that he was 
encouraged that newsmen were 
talking about the coverage of the 
siege and said this tndicated that 
“the press feels less threatened 
as an institution and everybody 
feels more willing to admit mis- 
takes." 

Beporters on Phone 

Sgt. Chuck Collins. the public 
information officer of the Met- 
ropolitan Police Department in 
Washington, said that in general 
the police had only two problems 
with the press coverage of the 
siege. “We would prefer that re- 
porters don’t talk to gunmen on 
the telephone,” he said. “When 
@ reporter calls a terrorist on the 
Phone, he takes the lives of 
those hostages in his own hands, 
particularly when he asks them 
questions like, ‘What are you 
going to do if your demands are 
not met?’” 

Sgt. Collins said that live cover- 
age also presented special prob- 
lems. “At one point there was 
8 live report saying we were mor- 
ing boxes of ammo. Now if 
youre 8 gunman with a TV. you 
could assume we were getting 
ready to move on them.” 

Mr. Young's criticism found a 
receptive audience among stu- 
dents of the interraction between 
the media and violence. 

“These terrorist acts are media 
events.” said George Gerbner, 
dean of the Annenberg School of 
Communications. “Without cover- 
age. the terrorist couldn't do it. 
The media should consider the 
extent to which they want to 
cooperate with terror.”

Effects of Media 


While stressing the paucity of 
study of the effects of media 
imagery on behavior, Robert Lif- 
ton, the author and professor of 
psychiatry at Yale, said that he 
thought the question was onc of 
degree. .

CIA Ex-Agent Free to Return 
U.S. Drops Case Against Agee 
In Breach of Espionage Act

WASHINGTON, March 21 
(NYT).—The Justice department 
has told Philip Agee, 2 former CLA 
officer who wrote a controversial 
boak about the agency, that he 
will not be prosecuted for viola- 
tions of the Espionage Act if he 
returns here from England. 

The decision, which was made 
Friday by Benjamin Civiletti, the 
new head of the Criminal Divi- 
sion. was made less than two 
months after Richard Thorn- 
burgh, his predecessor in the 
Gerald Ford administration, told 
Mr. Agee that he was still the 
subject of an investigation be- 
cause of classified materia] that 
he revealed in his book and that 
he might be prosecuted if he 
returned, 

Mr. Civiletti said yesterday that 
his decision did not represent any 
change in attitude on the part of 
the department toward possible 
violations of the Espionage Act 
but simpty reflected the fact that 
the investigation had come to its 
logical end and that no grounds 
for prosecution had been found. 

Facing Deportation 

Mr, Agee is facing deportation 
from Britain “in the interests of 
national security.” and at a time 
when officials of the CIA have 
been complaining openly that cur- 
rent laws are not adequate to 
prevent the release of classified 
information, 

Andrew FPalkiewicz, 2 CLA spokes- 
man, said yesterday that the 
agency had been notified Friday 
that the department had given 
the notification to Mr, Agee 
through his lawyers. “Of course 
we're upset,” Mr. Falkiewicz said. 
“It's not that we want to hunt 
Mr. Agee but it reinforces our 
argument that we don't have laws 
to prevent people from disclosing 
classified information.”

Decision to Drop Aid by U.S. 
Will Cause Brazilians No Pain

WASHINGTON, March 21 
CWP:—When a State Depart- 


* ment report on human rights 


violations was released last month 
with criticism of Brazil, the 
Brazilians canceled their 25-year 
military assistance agreement 
with the United States. 


It was a painless act, because 
the Brazilians are no longer de- 
pendent on foreign aid. The in- 
ternational banking community 
has become the underwriter of 
Brazil's economic and military 
development. 

The Brazilians now have $27 
billion in foreign loans outstand- 
ing, including $10 billion from 
US. banks and their foreign 
branches. New York’s Citibank 
alone holds more than 83 billion 
in Brazilian loans. 

‘These sums dwarf the amount 
of U.S. assistance to Brazil at 
the height of the foreign aid pro- 
gram in the mid-1960s. At that 
time Brazil was getting about $300 
million a year in grants and 
loans. 


Other Countries 


In other Latin American coun- 
tries, too, international banking 
institutions are supplanting U.S. 
foreign aid as a primary source 
of financial support. 

Argentina, El Salvador, Gua- 
temala and Uruguay. like Brazil. 
responded to U.S. human rights 
criticisms by rejecting further 
US. aid. 

“This new sense of independence 
of US. government policies is 
reflected in the new military 
situation in Latin America. 

In the 1960s, the United States 
provided 35 to 40 per cent of all 
the armaments sold in Latin 
America and financed many of 
the purchases with dollar grants. 
‘Today studies indicate that the 
US. provides only 14 per cent of 
Latin American arms purchases, 
which are now running an annus] 
rate of $2 billion. 

The shift from U.S. bilateral 
aid to bank Jending as a source of 
funds has sharply reduced Wash- 
ington's leverage. 


. Open Concern 


‘When Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance displayed open concern 
over Brozil’s nuclear deal with 
West Germany 8, few weeks ago, 
for example, Rio’s prestigious 
Jornal do Brazil assured its 
readers that there was nothing to 
fear. Quoting unnamed official 
sources, the paper reported that 
“the capacity of the Ὁ 5. govern- 
ment to apply pressure on Brazil 
is miniscule or nil, because the 
main economic transactions with 
the U.S. are handled through pri- 
vate bank loans rather than gov- 
ernmentai aid.” 

What the paper called “a quali- 
fied source” was quoted as saying 
“we are an important customer 
and it would hurt them [the 
banks} to Jose this client." The 
same source added [acetiously 
that "the main U.S. bankers are 
Republicans.” 

The senior vice-president of a 
New York bank thst has large 
loans in Brazil said U.S. govern- 
ment officials have made no ef- 


fort to apply pressure through 


the banks on Brazilian policy to-~ 
ward nuclear development, human 
rights or other issues. He said 
US. official concerns could not 
be transmitted through the barks. 

“Our people feel quite strongly 
that we run the banks, that it’s 
our credit risk,” he said. Offi- 
cials of two other New York 
financial institutions echoed his 
attitude. 

A State Department official 
with Latin responsibilities said, 
“Brazil sees in us the prime 
source of investments, markets, 
science and technology but these 
are hard levers to use.” Another 
State Department official said, 
“I don't think we have very much 
leverage. Trade is the big thing 
but this involves U.S. interests. 
You can't say to Brazil that well 
take all your shoes if you do this 
or that, because the U.S. shoe in- 
dustry wouldn't stand for it.” 


Financial Stake 


Brazil has a financial stake in 
President Carter's decision, ex- 
pected early next month, whether 
to accept sherply increased tarifis 
on shoe imports recommended by 
the US International Trade 
Commission. However, Italy, 
Spain, Tatwan and South Korea 
have a larger share of U.S, shoe 
imports than Brazil and thus are 
likely to figure more importantly 
in Mr. Carter’s decision. 

As far as nuclear policy is con- 
cerned, in its present form the 
deal with West Germany, for ex- 
ample, includes a fuel “reprotess- 
ing” plant capable of manufac- 
turing atomic explosives and thus 
eventually bringing atomic weap- 
ons to the back door of the United 
States. 

Brazil Is only one of many

In the swell of opposition to the war in 
“Vietnam during the decade before the U.S. 
withdrawal, there was always a minority, 
small bat vehement, that looked to the Com- 
munists as saviors of that unhappy land. 
They carried Viet Cong flags in peace dem- 
hailed Ho Chi Minh as the 
George Washington of his country, and in- 
variably spoke of the North Vietnamese as 
Liberators.

The picture that Father Gelines paints of 
South Vietnam since its “HMberation” is one 
of widespread misery, constant survelllance, 
incessant propeganda, endless indoctrina- 
tions, arbitrary arrests, executions, imprison~ 
ments, and exile to remote axeas, He de-~ 
scribes a society where an ayrogant bureau- 
eracy Teaches into every corner of life, where 
books are burned, citizens are denounced, 
and informers thrive. 

Father Gelinas observes that “the methods, 
the doctrine and very weight of the police 
and bureaucratic apparatus” in the South 
now “are entirely Russian.” That seems 


᾿ right. At least, it is in aecord with Hannah 


Arendt’s observation, based largely on the 


; experience of Stalinism, that “Terror is the 


essence of totalitarian domination.” In the 
list of countries that are today suffocating 
the rights of their citizens, Vietnam must 
rank high. 

To be sure, this finding. however repug- 
nant, does not make a case in favor of the 
U.S. intervention in Vietnam, The men we 
supported were scarcely true-blue democrats, 
Nor should it impede the ongoing efforts by 
the administration to establish relations with 
Hanoi, There are good reasons for coming 
to diplomatic terms with regimes that do not 
share U.S. values. and the United States owes 
a special debt to the Vietnamese people. But 
for those who opposed the war, Father Gei- 
nas’s report contains bitter and inescapable 
ironies. 

The British magazine Spectator has: drawn 
an interesting parallel between the U.S. war 
against the Viet Cong and the British war 
against the Boers: “The pro-Boers and the 
pro-Viet Cong were wrong about the ‘ene- 
my’ but right about the war, The Boers 
were idealized as gallant underdog nation- 
alists, which, like the NLF [the National 
Liberation Front], they were, but which view 
overlooked the fact that they were fighting 
as wel] to keep their hands on the wealth 
of the Rand and to continue oppressing the 
blacks, as the NLF was fighting to institute 
a mindless totalitarian dictatorship.” 

The Vietnam experience was always more 
compiex than ideologues of either side 
could allow. .The United States may have 
played a villain’s role there, but the heroes 
of that tragedy were never easy to discern.

In Same Place 

In January of this year Goma 
sent a letter of solidarity to the 
Czech signers of the Charter 
ΤΊ. stating, “We are all in the 
same place, with Moscow as its 
capital... You bad your Prague 
in 1968, the Hungarians had 1956, 
the Poles 1956 and 1971... We 
have no such landmark, but suf- 
fering is not always in direct 
proportion to the strength of 4 
revolt.” 

A few weeks later. Goma wrote 
an open letter to Romanian head 
of state Nicolae Ceausescu: “Re- 
sponsible people who love their 
country and are devoted to sacial- 
ism do not demand the overthrow 
of the government as some claim, 
but the application of existing 
laws and internationa] agree- 
ments." There are, Goma added, 
“only two people in the country 
who are not afraid of the secret. 
Police: you and I.” 

Goma urged in his letter that 
Ceausescu publicly support the 
Prague Charter 77 “and we 
will follow you as we did in 
1968." (In 1968 ‘Ceausescu con- 
demned the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia after which 
statement Goma joined the 
Romanian Communist party.) 

By Feb. 8, Goma wes no longer 
alone. Another letter pointing 
out that the Romanian Constitu- 
tion guarantees human rights 
was signed by writers, artists and

“A group of modern intellec- 
tuals, formed by Western thought, 
primarily Marxist thought, claim 
to seek to return to a rustic 
golden age, to an ideal rural and 
national civilization. And pro- 
claiming these ideais, they are 
Systematically massacring, isolat- 
ing and starving city and village 
populations whose crime wes to 
have been born when they were.”

His frustrations were such that 
they prompted: candid self-criti- 
cism by 5 government official 
involved. “The government is 
not, Hterally, seb wp to deal 
directly with individuals as we 
deal with Boeing, or Douglas or 
Someone with a Washington of- 
fice.” said Richard Sutz, director 
of the Energy Research and De- 
velopment Administration's in- 
ventor program. “A guy from 
Boeing can come in twice a day. 
‘They know the words to use. 
It’s a matter of grantamanship.” 

“ERDA is‘not set up to deal 
with small people,” he said, 

Mr. Csonka said that the big 
auto manufacturers have not 
been helpful either, although 
Ford and Chrysler at least say 
they are interested.

The atomizer's principle—a 
rush of air over a pool of liquid 
that picks up particles of liquid 
and sprays them out as 2 fog— 
js the same as that of the car- 
buretor invented by the senior 
Csonka and other inventors and 
that is in use in most vehicles 
today, accordmg to published 
descriptions. 

In most carburetors, there is a 
rushing air current into which a 
stream of gasoline is introduced. 
The gas is thus atomized into 
tiny droplets mixed with the air. 

Mr. Csonka's new “micro-car- 
buretor” differs in that the rush 
of air is much faster—nearly the 
speed of sound—and instead of 
one gasoline stream the gasoline 
is fed into the air stream through 
120 tiny holes.

Cartier Welcomes

WASHINGTON, March 51 
{OPI).— President Carter wel- 
comed Japanese Premier Takeo 
Fukuda to Washington today, 
calling him “a great leader from 
one of the greatest nations on 
earth.”

‘The NBS evaluation, which 
leaned in part on the opinion 
of Prof. David Naegeli of Prince- 
tion's Aerospace Propulsion Lab- 
oratories, concluded that the 
microcarburetor “should in prin- 
ciple provide (20-per-cent] better 
fuel economy and reduce emis- 
sions.” Prof. Naegeli wrote that 
in his opinion, “the microcarbu- 
retor is an excellent device as it 
stands.” 

Sidney Weiser, the NBS staff 
man who evaluated the invention 
—although without conducting 
any direct tests on it—estimated 
an annual savings of 151 million 
gallons of gasoline if the micro- 
carburetor is installed on 1 per 
cent of the 107 million cars in the 
United States. An additional 1.2 
billion gallons would be saved, he 
estimated, if the carburetors were 
insta}ied on the &5 million new 
cars made each year. 

The microcarburetor would cost 
$100, Mr. Weiser estimated. 

Mr. Csonka-said he has applied 
for a patent on his microcarbure- 
tor but has not yet received it. 

Mr, Sutz said the time required 
for NBS to test any invention 15 
now down to six months and his 
own ERDA office, which makes 
tinal decisions on which inven- 
tions to fund, can make up its 
mind in 45 days. 

He said that if Mr. Csonka 
“maintains that entrepreneurial

LONDON, March 21 CUPI).—

Trade Deficit 
In Last Year 


Gains Made in Sales 
To Developing States 


MOSCOW, March 21 (UPTI).— 
The Soviet Union significantiy 
narrowed its trade defict, with 
industrialized Western countries 
last year, necording to statistics 
released today. 

Trade figures for 1976 also 
showed that business with so- 
called developing nations produc- 
ed 8 major surplus for Moscow, 
bringing its overall trade nearly 
into balance. 

‘Trade with the capitalist West 
reached 18.6 billion rubles (305 
billion), up from the 158 billion 
rubles the year before. The of- 
ficial exchange rate values the 
ruble at $1.34. 

Moscow's deficit with the West 
the amount by which imports 
exceeded exports—totaled $4 bil- 
lion in 1976, down from $4.77 bile 
ion the year before. 

The reduction was achieved by 
inereasing exports to the West by 
$22 billion to a s0fal $10.4 billion, 
while imports rose $1.5 billion to 
$14.5 billion, 

The improvement was mostly 
accomplished with Western Eu- 
rope, as trade with the United 
States continued to put the Rus- 
sans in the red—$24 billion. up 
from $1.7 billion the year before. 

Overall, imports exceeded ex- 
ports by $991 million, 2 major 
reduction from the negative bale 
ance of $3.5 billion in 1975. 

A major reason for the im- 
proved picture was the surplus 
with the developing nations, 
which totaled $1.2 billion, triple 
the previous figure. 

Moscow's trade balance with 
Socialist countrics improved sub- 
stantially as well.
